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REMARKS. 

Good  work  has  been  done  in  our  schools  the  past  year,  and  quiet 
progress  has  been  made.  The  crowded  condition  of  the  school  in 
the  village,  and  the  great  need  of  another  grade,  must  be  apparent 
to  all  who  visit  the  school.  When  we  reflect  that  the  majority  of 
the  children  receive  the  whole  of  their  education  in  the  district 
schools,  it  would  seem  that  everything  possible  should  be  done  for 
their  advancement. 

The  school  in  question  has  seats  for  forty-four  pupils,  and  fifty- 
eight  names  appear  upon  the  register.  Considering  the  disadvan- 
tages under  which  they  have  labored,  excellent  work  has  been  done 
by  both  teacher  and  scholars.  The  second  term  in  school  No.  3 
was  shorter  by  two  weeks  than  in  the  other  schools,  on  account  of 
the  appearance  of  a  case  of  scarlet  fever,  which  necessitated  the 
immediate  closing  of  the  school.  We  are  glad  that  many  of  the 
parents  have  looked  in  upon  the  school  work  for  the  year,  and  wish 
more  would  do  it.  The  united  efforts  of  the  parents  with  the  teach- 
er are  needed  to  produce  the  best  results.
